DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claim 1 is (twice amended). The insulating tube covering now the central part of the 
shaft and rotor stack (the insulating tube laying an the shaft). 
The prior art of the record fails to teach an electronically commutated brush less motor 
comprising: a motor housing; a bearing end cap coupled to said motor housing adapted 
to couple said motor to a motor driven product; and a double insulated rotor and stator 
assembly annularly fitted in said housing, said double insulated rotor and stator 
assembly comprising a rotor assembly, wherein said rotor assembly comprises: a shaft 
configured to deliver torque to said motor driven product; a rotor stack coupled to said 
shaft: and a non-conductive electrically insulating tube disposed on a central portion of 
said shaft between said stiaft and said rotor stack, thereby providing a first layer of 
electrical insulation.
